what they had wanted to know. 


They learned that the Southern 
congressional leaders, with a few 
notable exceptions, will not make 
any effort in behalf of the Ken- 
nedy ticket beyond a mere an- 
nouncement of support. This will 
be done for party loyalty and to 
avoid any charge of having bolted 


in the congressional reorganiza- | 


tion of 1961. 


Financial Support 


The Nixon staff also deduced 
that a good many of the Southern- 
ers in the Congress don’t really 
care whether Kennedy is elected 
or not. Much of the financial sup- 
port which enables them to run 
for state election comes from in- 
dustrial sources which, in general, 
favor Nixon. They can sooth the 
voters who are loyally Demo- 
cratic by endorsing the Kennedy- 
Johnson ticket and at the same 
time grousing about civil rights. 


At any rate, Nixon and his staff 
learned on the floor of the Sen- 
ate that Jack Kennedy will re- 
ceive no earnest, enthusiastic sup- 
port from the Southern party 
leadership, barring a few excep- 
tions. Those who will turn out 
and sweat for the ticket are most- 
ly governors, or nominees for that 
office. The three who come quick- 
est to mind are Govs. Collins in 
Florida, Ellington in Tennessee 
and Gov. Hodges and nominee 
Terry Sanford in North Carolina. 
There are others. But they are 
few. 


Decision was easy. If there was 
to be foot-dragging by most of the 
Dixie leadership, as there is, this 
meant a situation existed which 
could be exploited. If it was made 
more complex by the presence of 
the religious issue, Nixon’s man- 
agers could say with truth it was 
not of their making but was en- 
tirely a Democratic Party prob- 
lem. Nixon, being sensible, has 
not merely scrupulously avoided 
using the issue, but has laid down 
the law to all his organization. 


Local Leadership 


Since about 1940, Southern po- 
litical leadership, as it has 
watched its power steadily decline 
in the Congress, has tended to 
become more and more local. To 
campaign actively for Kennedy 
now would be to create some local 
animosities. So, since there is 
less interest in the party, it is 
more pragmatic to keep the home 
fences mended and let the party 
shift for itself beyond a mere af- 
firmation of support for the ticket. 
They will not take off their coats. 


The Kennedy staff will move to 
meet this. There are Democrats 
who will work. But presently the 
Kennedy organization is on the 
defensive. It had expected Lyn- 
don Johnson’s presence on the 
ticket to prevent the sound of 
dragging feet. It may be this 
situation can be changed. But it 
will be difficult. 


Even for Democrats loyal to the 
ticket, there is some solace in 
the situation. The South des- 
perately needs a two-party sys- 
tem. The region has long been 
politically sick. 


If Nixon can crack the South 
as wide, or wider, than did Mr. 
Eisenhower, the time may not be 
too distant when the one-party 
system which keeps the South in 
political bondage can be broken. 
Men could then be elected to of- 
fice who would give to the vital 
two-party system, upon which our 
country’s political health is based, 
more health and integrity. 

At any rate, there is no mys- 


tery at all as to why Mr. Nixon 
hurriedly came South.

In the muck of Expressway construction on De- 
catur street, the indelicate probing of a diesel-powered 
dragline violated a cache of Civil War weapons and 
ammunition which had been hidden from human view 


for 96 years. 


The cache yielded a wide mis- 
cellany of cannon shot, rifles, har- 
ness and other Civil War parap- 
hernalia, where they were buried 
in the earth within the shadow 
of Grady Hospital and within ear- 
shot of the Capitol Building. 


BRAVED MUCK 


As eager souvenir hunters 
braved the muck in grab-bag 
fashion, the loud speakers boomed 
the voice of Republican Party 
presidential candidate Nixon 
speaking in Hurt Park a few 
blocks away. 


Many of the relics ‘were sal- 
vaged by Beverly M. DuBose Jr., 
Atlanta insurance agent who also 
is on the five-member Georgia 
Historical Commission. 


OLD WELL 


DuBose deemed the discovery 
a “‘very unusual find” since so 
much material was uncovered. 
Weight of recovered relics would 
be several hundred pounds, and 
DuBose estimated the muck 
yielded only a third of the total 
cache. 


The Civil War relics were dis- 
covered by workmen of the 
Wright Contracting Co. about 1 
p.m. Wooden timbers, apparently 


of poplar and pine, had shielded 
the material from the ravages of 
time.

The funds were reported taken 
from a safe in the office of the 
solicitor during the weekend of 
Jan. 8-11 and included $5,000 in 
cash and $1,800 in checks. 


Killing Held 
Justifiable 
At Darien

DARIEN — A coroner's jury 
found Friday that the shooting 
death of R. R. (Billy) Hammond 
was ‘justifiable homicide.” 


However, a murder charge 
against E. W. Dennison remains 
technically in force unless the 
warrant sworn out by Sheriff Tom 
Poppell is dismissed by the Su- 
perior Court. 


Both Hammond and Dennison 
were indicted on gaming charges 
in the recent vice investigation in 
McIntosh County. 


The coroner’s jury returned its 
verdict after hearing three wit- 
nesses—Guy Dean, Ernest Young- 
blood and Dick Harold—substanti- 
ate Dennison’s contention that he 
shot Hammond after Hammond 
had abused him and had threat- 
ened to kill him. 


Hammond, former operator of 
the Flamingo, a roadside estab- 
lishment, died Thursday night at 
the Brunswick Hospital, a bullet 
from a .25-caliber automatic pis- 
tol lodged in his brain. 


Sheriff Tom Poppell said the 
shooting occurred a few hours ear- 
lier inside the 24-Hour Grill, which 
Dennison formerly operated. 


Both establishments have been 
under criticism in recent months 
on charges of clipping tourists 
who were lured into seemingly 
harmless games of chance.

WASHINGTON—Anybody who doubts 
depth and width of the split between the conser- 
vative Southern Democrats and their national 


the 


leaders in the presidential election need only study the Senate voting 
record in this recessed session of Congress. 


In vote after vote on both do- 
mestic and foreign policy issues, 
the objectives of Sen. Kennedy 
have been opposed by his* Demo- 
cratic colleagues from the South. 

Even if Sen. Johnson had been 
nominated for the presidency last 
month, the chances are that the 
pattern of suspicious hostility 
toward big government and big 
labor and big foreign aid appro- 
priations would have prevailed. 

As the South’s power over the 
party platform has waned, its re- 
gional patriotism has increased. 
As its industry has grown, its free 
trade spirit of the cotton and to- 
bacco export days has dwindled. 

There weré many and diverse 
reasons for the Southern opposi- 
tion to the Kennedy programs, 
some economic, some ideological, 
some personal. 

Ever since Herman Talmadge 
demonstrated that the power of 
regional voters in Georgia could 
force the retirement of even so 
powerful a national figure as Sen. 
Walter George, few Southern sen- 
ators have been willing to risk 
antagonizing the strong feelings 
of the voters back home. _—-. 

The opposition in the South 
toward the welfare state and for- 
eign aid policies of the Demo- 
cratic liberals has not been over- 
come by Kennedy’s appeals for 
party unity in the campaign. 

If anything, the split had wid- 
ened since the party convention 
in Los Angeles. For the Southern- 


ers feel, with justification, that 
their views were ignored in the 
Democratic platform and their at- 
titude now is that since the liber- 
als were not inttrested in party 
unity then, why expect unity from 
the Southerners now? 

They see larger and larger for- 
eign aid bills producing new com- 
petition from overseas suppliers 
for the new industries of the 
South. They see the raising of the 
minimum wage as one more ef- 
fort by the Northerners to prevent 
the movement of industry into the 
lower-wage areas of the South. 

They see Social Security medi- 
cal assistance legislation as one 
more extension of federal control 
over the states. 

If this were the whole story, 
even Kennedy would not be too 
distressed. But the renewal of the 
religious issue and the determina- 
tion and unity of the Southern op- 
position at this critical moment 
in Kennedy’s campaign have 
raised the question whether the 
South is really prepared to help 
him win, or is willing to see him 
lose Virginia, North Carolina, 
Florida, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Oklahoma and Texas, as Al Smith 
did in 1928. 

Kennedy’s aides do not think 
the outlook is that gloomy but 
somehow they expected that the 
selection of Johnson as vice presi- 
dential nominee would bring them 
through this session better than 
it has.

WASHINGTON—So much is being said about 
the smiliarities—in personality and in policy—

Because our parties are po- 
litical coalitions, covering many 
shades of opinion, the differences 
between them are differences of 
degree and emphasis, not of basic 
principle and philosophy. 

It is for this reason that issues 
on which the candidates divide 
can only be measured relatively. 
They are not absolute. 
any wish to suggest how readers 
should decide the issues, it seems 
to me that the basis for a choice 
rests in large part upon these di- 
vergencies of degree between the 
candidates, the parties and the 
platforms: 


1. During the next four years 
the power and range of the fed- 
eral government are going to in- 
crease. Big government is going 
to become bigger. 

Therefore, the issue which will 
divide. Kennedy and Nixon will 
be, not whether ‘the role of the 
federal government will be in- 
creased but, how much? The 
Democratic platform, which Sen. 
Kennedy sincerely embraces,

will do the same thing with great- 
er relish. 

2. During the next four to eight 
years — unless Khrushchev be- 
comes a peace-loving lamb—we 
are going to have more federal 
spending, not less. The budget is 
going up, not down, whoever is 
President. 

It seems to me that the ques- 
tion. to be decided is whether 
Nixon, being more disposed to 
try to keep. a balanced budget, 
will bring himself to do whatever 
is needed at home and abroad, 
and whether Kennedy, being de- 
termined to do all that. is needed, 
will hold to fiscal responsibility. 

3. And which party:and which 
candidate can and will deliver bet- 
ter on their campaign promises? 
Both platforms make some pretty 
grandiose pledges. The real ques- 
tions the voters will have to de- 
cide are: 

Is Sen. Kennedy committed to 
doing so much and redeeming so 
many platform promises that his 
election holds too great a threat 
of runaway inflation? 

Is Mr. Nixon so fearful of in- 
flation and so fearful of deficit 
spending. even to wage the cold 
war that he cannot be counted 


upon to do what is essential for 


the cold war and in meeting do- 
mestic needs?

A New (Out) Look 


The days all start alike; it’s the behavior of earth 
inhabitants that distinguishes one from another. This 
day was May 17, 1957, and it was not unlike thousands 
of other spring days in Memphis. The earth rolled in 
orbit and was promptly heated by the early morning 
sun. 


Inside the Claridge Hotel, members of the Atlanta Cracker 
baseball team took their stations for the time-honored sport of lobby- 
sitting. It was aah rea day. Or was it? 


Manager Buddy Bates and his crew 
had about them an air of expectancy. 
They peered at every person who 

pushed through the revolving doors, as 

if looking for the ambassador of some- 
thing or other. Actually, they were 
looking for Dick Stuart, a fabulous 
hitter from the Western League, a 66- 
home run personality, a young man 
expected to lift them to the Southern 
Assn. pennant. 


Stuart came about 11 o’clock, 
and how he came. Hollywood could 
not have done a better job. He was 
so incognite he stood out like a 
Kennedy button at a Nixon rally. 


Dark glasses covered his eyes and 
Bermuda shorts unbared his bony 
knees as he swaggered to the desk, 
followed by a young man who struggled 
with his luggage. 


“Hey, he’s got a valet,”’ cried a lobby-sitting Cracker. 


Naturally, this entrance called for an immortal opening utter- 
ance from Stuart. He was not one to disappoint an audience. 


“Il understand there's a $500 offer for anyone hitting a sign 
over the center-field fence here,’’ he said. ‘‘Good.” 


Thus did 21 days of turbulence begin for the Atlanta Crack- 
ers and the Southern Assn. 


Stuart did not collect $500 that first night. Fact is, he struck 
out his first two times at bat. To say there was never a dull 


moment during Stuart's term in Atlanta is to vastly underplay the 
whole affair. 


—Home Run Hitters Drive Cadillacs 


Attendance rose sharply in all parks where Stuart performed. 
They came not to cheer him, but to boo. He cared not. “‘I’d rather 
get some response than none at all,’’ he said. Even his pop-ups 
evoked reaction from the crowd. 


Once, when he had nit the highest foul ball ever seen in 
Sulphur Dell and listened to the ahs and ohs of the crowd, 
Stuart smirked to himself as if to say, “‘Who else could hit a 
foul ball that high?’’ 
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A Life magazine. writer, interviewing him in New Orleans, 
asked a leading question. ‘Dick, what do you think of all this pub- 
licity that follows you? Does it bother you?”’ 


“Bother me?” answered Stuart. ‘‘Why? Frankly, I love it, I 
eat it up.”” 


He had other choice comments, such as: 
“Singles hitters ride in Fords, home run hitters drive Cadillacs.” 
“People don’t pay to see you hit singles.” 


‘I’m not concerned with fielding, though I try to do a good job. 
I like to hit.”’ 


To his teammates, Stuart said he did not travel any highway 
but No. 66 when he came from Lincoln, alluding to his home run 
total. 

When Frank DiPrima retorted by singing “Memories,” Big 
Stu answered with “You Can’t Take That Away From Me.” 


Twenty-one days later when Stuart packed his Bermuda shorts 
and headed back to Lincoln, he said his Gemotion was “just 
another one of Bates’ blufders.”’ 


Bates, in turn, said, ‘‘We're going for the pennant and Stuart's 
going for the whole world.”’ 


—Major League Boos Better Than Minors 


Now, three years later, Stuart hasn’t got the world, but perhaps 
he finds the World Series within grasping distance. He’s playing 
first base for the Pittsburgh Pirates and driving home many runs 
with clutch hits. They say he’s matured, he’s changed, meta- 
morphosis has set in. 


In his customary fashion, he agreed when he picked up the 
phone at the Chase Hotel in St. Louis Friday. 


“Yes, I guess I’ve changed,”’ he said. “I’m married now, 
you know; have a 16-month-old boy and another baby on the 
way. You mature in the major leagues. I’ve turned into a 
quiet family man.” 


Traces of the colorful old Stuart remain. 


“I've finally bought me a Cadillac,’ he laughed. “Not hitting 
as many home runs as when I had an Olds, but I made enough 
money on the television Home Run Derby to get a Caddy. I had 27 
home runs last year, only 17 this season, but I haven't played as 
much.” 


He also mentioned he had 65 RBIs and had raised his batting 
average to a respectable .260 or so. His big hits have won many 
games for the relentless Pirates. 


Now Stuart talks in terms of the team instead of I-I-I. 


“The important thing is to win, and we've got a fighting 
bunch who'll give it everything,” he said. “Dick Groat and 
Don Hoak are great leaders. I still like those home runs as 
much as the next guy, but I don’t mind those singles at all.” 


Big Stu said the frequent boos at Forbes Field don’t bother him. 


“I was being booed early in the season,”’ he said. ‘Then I hit 
three home runs and a bases-loaded single in a game and they 
cheered me. Next day I struck out on my first trip and they booed 
me again. So I said to myself, “What in the heck do you do?’” 


The old Stuart spoke once more. “I'd rather get boos than no 
response.” 


The new Stuart chuckled. 
“I'd rather be booed in Pittsburgh than be booed in Lincoln.”

Fantastic! 


Although the route from the 
Atlanta Airport to the City 
Auditorium was marked by

They're the girls who man 
switchboards in business 
houses and plants about town, 
not the “number please” opera- 
tors of the telephone company. 


“A customer will phone to 
raise Cain about a bill and 
you'd be surprised how a pleas- 
ant voice can soften her,” Lula 
Robke, club prexy, a vet of 16 
years at the switchboard, re- 
ports. 


“Keep your voice natural and 
business like. Don’t be artifi- 
cial or gushy,”” Mrs. Robke 
stresses. ‘“‘Pretend it’s the min- 
ister or your in-laws and you 
can’t go wrong.” 


She thinks that the public, 
whether they’re your personal 
friends or unknowns, dislike 
forced cheeriness or stiltedness 
on the other end of the 
line. They prefer a ‘‘normally 
nice”’ voice. 


LOSE TEMPERS 


Though the public seldom 
senses it, the switchboard girls 
lose their tempers like every- 
one else, only maybe not as 
often, she admits. 


“IT say ‘Just a minute, 
please,” and close the key and 
pull myself together,  at- 
tractive Mrs. Florence Turner 
of 1723 Pine Train, SW, a pub- 
lic utility switchboard  op- 
erator, confides. 

“It helps me to remember 
that the irritable caller is only 
fussing at a voice, not me,” 
adds pretty Miss Imogene Wood, 
who operates a plant switch-

nation, too. 

“You have to figure out what 
the caller wants,’ Mrs. Sue 
Clack, the club vice president, 
explains. 

BALDHEADED MAN 
“Let me speak to that short, 


stocky baldheaded man who 
works for you,” a customer will 


say blithely. 
Or maybe it’s: 


“T’d like to talk to your sales- 


man, the one in the green shirt 
with brown hair.” 


The phone gals have to learn 
to read minds and hold their 
tongue. “We're supposed to 
know everything but we can’t 
tell anything,” the PBX 
girls say. 


Actually, they reassure, the 
public needn't worry about their 
phone conversations being mon- 
itored. 


You can tell if the operator 
has left the line open and is 
listening in, they believe.

From their viewpoint the 
phone operators consider the 
ideal caller:
